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Loch Vennachar. This means the “Lake of the Fair 
Valley” and is a lovely sheet of water four miles long and 
three-quarters of a mile wide at its greatest breadth. 
Coilantogle Ford, where the chieftain Roderick Dhu defied 
Fitz-James, was at the foot of Loch .Vennachar, but has 
been replaced by a bridge. 
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
